Encephalitis suspected in death of man

Four new suspected encephalitis 
cases, including a Rolling Meadows 
man who died last week, were report­ 
ed Monday in the Northwest suburbs 
as an Illinois health official said the 
epidemic appears to be ending. 


Dr. Mark Lepper, director of the 
state health department’s St. Louis 
encephalitis task force, said “It ap­ 
pears the peak of the encephalitis out­ 
break may be past and that we are on 
the downhill side of the epidemic 
curve.” 


Officials at Northwest Community 
Hospital in Arlington Heights said the 
42-year-old Rolling Meadows man, 
whom they would not identify, died 
Sept. 4. He had been hospitalized two 
days earlier, complaining of head­ 
aches. 
They said brain-tissue tests are 
being performed to determine if he 
had the mosquito-borne disease. 
IT WAS NOT known where the man 
might have contracted the virus or if 
he had been out of the area recently. 
Health officials say it takes one to 
three weeks after a victim is bitten by 


the mosquito to show symptoms of the 
disease. 
The Rolling Meadows man is the 
sixth suspected case of the disease in 
the Northwest suburbs. The other new 
suspected cases include a 32-year-old 
Mount Prospect woman and a 48-year- 
old Des Plaines man, both in good 
condition at Holy Family Hospital, 
Des 
Plaines.

A spokesman at Holy Family said 
the Mount Prospect woman spent the 


summer in Wisconsin and returned to 
the area only a week ago. He said the 
older Des Plaines man has not been 
out of the area since July. It was not 
known where the other Des Plaines 
man might have contracted the dis­ 
ease. 
AT A NEWS conference, Lepper 
warned, however, that scattered cases 
may still be reported throughout the 
state in coming weeks. He cautioned 
residents to continue staying indoors 
after dark and using insect repellent.

spraying for mosquitos. 


Wilbur Mitchell, head of the North­ 
west Mosquito Abatement District 
which includes the Northwest sub­ 
urbs, said the cooler weather will not 
kill the mosquitos but probably force 
them to look for heat indoors. He said 
it takes at least three “good frosts” to 
kill off the insects. 
THE ILLINOIS Dept, of 
Public 
Health reported nine new cases of the 
disease Monday, bringing the total 
number of confirmed, probable and 
suspected cases to 175. Cook County 
has had 16 confirmed, 42 probable and 
44 suspected cases of the disease. 


Two other suspected cases in the 
Northwest suburbs remained hospital­ 
ized Monday. A 36-year-old Schaum­ 
burg man was still in serious condi­ 
tion at Alexian Brothers Medical Cen­ 
ter in Elk Grove Village while a 56- 
year-old Mount Prospect man was in 
good condition at Northwest Commu­ 
nity. 
Symptoms of the disease include fe­ 
ver, 
headache, 
disorientation 
and 
eventually coma. While most victims 
recover spontaneously from encepha­ 
litis, it can cause brain damage and 
death.

Officials weigh new vote 
to expand village library 


Plans for a second referendum in 
less than a year for the Arlington 
Heights Memorial Library may be 
drawn at tonight’s meeting of the li­ 
brary board of directors. 
The referendum will include plans 
for expanding the present library, 500 
N. Dunton Ave., to house the purchase 
of books approved in an April referen­ 
dum. The proposed referendum could 
include an increase in the library’s 
tax levy, but Richard Frisbie, board 
president, said methods are being ex­ 
plored to raise the rate without going 
to the voters. 
The April referendum included bond 
issue proposals for book purchases, the 
tax rate increase and building ex­ 
pansion. Voters turned down all but 
the book purchases. 


FRISBIE SAID architects will pre­ 
sent revised plans for the building ex­ 
pansion, without a theater that was 
included in the April issue. 
Some observers said the inclusion of 
the theater doomed the expansion 
vote. 
Frisbie said the revised expansion 
would have book shelf and storage 
space and increased seating areas. An 
area for large meetings, lecture and 


films could be part of the new plans, 
he said. 
The meeting area could be adapted 
later for more book and seating areas 
as the library use expands in the fu­ 
ture, Frisbie said. 


THE MEETING AREA, he said 
could seat about 200 persons and have 
a stage and film projection room. He 
said it would not have a sloping floor 
and therefore would not be suitable 
for theater-type presentations. 
The use of the village’s home-rule 
power is also to be examined by the 
library to determine whether it could 
be used to increase the tax rate with­ 
out a referendum. Frisbie said they 
are awaiting their lawyers’ opinions 
on the question. 
While the home-rule powers might 
be used for a tax rate increase, 
Frisbie ruled out its application for 
the suggested building expansion. 
The library board will also examine 
theft control measures for the library 
because it has been plagued with an 
e v e r-increasing number of book 
thefts, films and records. 
The board meeting, open to the pub­ 
lic, will be at the board room of the 
library building at 8 p.m. 


Salt Creek residents said because 
the stadium proposal is based on vil­ 
lage financing, Madison Square Gar­ 
den will feel compelled to transfer the 
lucrative Arlington race track proper­ 
ty to the Arlington Heights Park Dis­ 
trict. 
The board overrode a suggestion by 
Village Pres. James T. Ryan to 
shelve the controversial park district 
question until the stadium plan is set­ 
tled and officials of the two park dis­ 
tricts have an opportunity to meet to 
discuss dividing race track property. 
“I do not want to preside over the 
demise of another sister govern­ 
mental body, which in essence is what 
we’re talking about tonight,” Ryan 
said. 


SALT CREEK Rural Park District 
attorney Ronald M. DeHaan urged the 
trustees to “deny or ignore” the Ar­ 
lington Heights Park District resolu­ 
tion. A recently approved state law 
which allows property owners to 
switch park districts is under attack 
in the courts, he said. 
“We are immediately willing to 
demonstrate with any action in any 
way just how viable the Salt Creek 
Rural Park District is,” DeHaan said 
'to a standing ovation of Salt Creek 
residents.

Iran seeks big increase in price of oil 


TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) - Shah Mo­ 
hammed Reza Pahlevi indicated Mon­ 
day that Iran would press for sizable 
price increases at a meeting of oil 
producers later this month and warn­ 
ed the West not to resort to “gunboat 
diplomacy” to keep prices down. 
In an address to a joint session of 
the Iranian parliament, the Shah said 
Iran’s demand for the increases to 
offset inflation running at 27 per cent 
in some industrialized countries was 
“reasonable and legitimate.” 
“It is a perfectly logical move to 
revise oil prices (upwards), as it has 
a direct relation with the unstable 
economic situation in the industrial­ 
ized world,” he said. 
The Shah said Iran’s moves toward 
this end were “reasonable and legiti­ 


mate” in view of the increased cost to 
oil producers of imports from indus­ 
trialized countries where inflation was 
running “in certain cases up to 27 per 
cent.” 
HE SAID THE industrialized na­ 
tions’ inflation “has been exported’’’ 
and therefore oil-producing countries 
had a right to show “some reaction of 
their own.” 
“Such reaction could not be stopped 
by gunboat diplomacy, which is a 
thing of the past,” he said. “These 
problems should be resolved by realis­ 
tic negotiation and understanding. 
Iran will always support such reason­ 
able moves, but will never abandon its 
legitimate rights.” 
The oil producers will take up the 
question of boosting prices at a min­ 


isters conference of the Organization 
of Oil Exporting Countries in Vienna 
beginning Sept. 24. 
Apart from his reference to the 27 
per cent inflation rate in some indus­ 
trialized countries, the Shah did not 
specify the size of the increase Iran 
would seek. 
But he said Iran’s revenue from its 
oil and natural gas would reach $21.97 
billion in the current year. This was 
$5.97 billion more than the $16 billion 
predicted recently by Iranian officials 
and appeared to indicate either plans 
for increased production or else steep 
price increases. 
In common with other oil-exporting 
countries, Iran has been obliged to re­ 
duce production this year by more 
than 20 per cent because of reduced 


world demand. As a result, revenues 
have not been able to keep up with 
government spending.

WASHINGTON, 
meanwhile, 
President Ford gave congressional 
leaders notice he will veto Tuesday a 
bill to continue domestic-oil price lim­ 
its for six months. Senate Democrats 
immediately voted to try to override 
the veto. 
“We’re going full speed ahead on 
o v e r r i d e , ’ ’ Sen. Henry Jackson, 
D-Wash., said, conceding the Demo­ 
crats’ chances of winning were slim. 
“It will depend how many Republi­ 
cans cross over.” 
The Senate Democrats indicated 
they would fight after Ford told Re­ 
publican and Democrat leaders of the

Village jail 


to get a new 


500 look

The Arlington Heights jail will un­ 
dergo a $3,500 facelift this year. 
The five-cell lockup, in the police 
department at village hall, 33 S. Ar­ 
lington Heights Rd., will be painted 
and outfitted with new toilet and 
washbasin units. The solid steel doors 
on three of the men’s cells will be re­ 
placed with barred doors. 


The remodeling and maintenance 
work will take place in the current 
fiscal year which ends in May, said 
Eugene Wilroth, director of public 
works for the village. 


CHIEF L. W. Calderwood said the 
changes in the type of doors on the 
three cells would provide better light­ 
ing, ventilation and observation of the 
prisoners. He said incidents of van­ 
dalism to the cells would be reduced 
by the barred doors. 


Prisoners often feel they can van­ 
dalize the cells because the solid 
doors inhibit quick observation by po­ 
lice personnel, Calderwood said. The 
solid doors can also make the cells 
seem 
oppressively 
small 
causing 
some 
prisoners 
to 
“fight 
back” 
against the windowless cells, he said. 


The existing lockup facilities have 
four men’s cells with solid steel doors 
with only one small observation win­ 
dow. 


THE CELLS ARE used not only by 
Arlington Heights police for short­ 
term detentions, but also by other 
towns’ police departments that use 
the Arlington Heights branch of the 
circuit court. The other communities’ 
prisoners are held pending appear­ 
ances in the court room, while await­ 
ing bail or transportation to the coun­ 
ty jail. 


Under the renovation plans, three of 
the cells would get barred doors open­ 
ing onto a corridor. The corridor 
would be sealed with solid doors with 
observation windows. 


The fourth men’s cell would be set 
aside for violent, emotional or other 
prisoners that must be segregated 
from others being held, said Capt. 
Maurice English. 


THE FIFTH CELL, used for women 
primarily, already has a barred door. 
The women’s area, with a shower 
stall, is closed by a solid door. 


The units in the five cells date from 
1958 when the new municipal building 
was opened, Wilroth said. 


The plans for the lockup have met 
with the approval of state and in­ 
spectors for John Howard Assn., a 
prison watchdog group, English said.

$250.000 to give time for compromise 
Loan proposed for NORTHAN 


A $250,000 loan to aid the financially 
ailing North Suburban Mass Transit 
District (NORTRAN) was proposed 
Monday by Regional Transportation 
Authority board members. 


Officials of NORTRAN and the RT A 
agreed on the loan to allow the two 
transit agencies more time to work 
out a compromise on bus routes in the 
North and Northwest suburban area. 


The $250,000 loan — which must be 
approved formally by the RT A board 
Thursday — would be subtracted from 
future grants by RT A to NORTRAN. 


THE LOAN would enable NQR- 
TRAN to meet its Friday payroll and 
to continue bus operations for another 
month and a half, the district’s execu­ 
tive director, Joseph DiJohn, said. 
DiJohn said bus operations run a 
$125,000 deficit each month. 


The search for a compromise on 
bus routes began Aug. 30 at a meeting 
of NORTRAN and RTA boards in 
Skokie. 


Staffs of the two agencies are work­ 
ing on the compromise. The Aug. 30 
meeting was called after the RTA re­ 
fused to take up the entire deficit for 
NORTRAN bus operations because 
the district’s bus service revenues pay 
only 56 per cent of operating ex­ 
penses, not the 65 per cent required 
by the RTA. 


DiJOHN SAID Monday the current 
plan tentatively agreed to by the 
staffs retains intercommunity bus ser­ 
vice to Wheeling, which was cut out of 
a plan suggested by the RTA. 


The current compromise also would 
not force an end to intracity bus ser­ 
vice in Des Plaines, DiJohn said, al­ 


though the bus service within the city 
might be operated by the RTA or an­ 
other agency besides NORTRAN. 


The current plan would drop a daily 
run from Des Plaines to Old Orchard 
Shopping Center, the least profitable 


of NORTRAN’s bus lines. 


DiJohn said RTA officials are criti­ 
cal of NORTRAN’s erratic bus routes, 
many of which were set up by the 
United Motor Coach Co., which was 
taken over by NORTRAN. 
‘‘They 
don’t think we’re too efficient,” Di­ 
John said. 


BRIAN J. CUDAHY, the RTA mar­ 
keting director who originally pro­ 
posed streamlining NORTRAN routes 
and increasing frequency of service, 
said the loan would allow continued 
negotiations to find a long-term solu- 


Meetings set to explain Harper vote 


More than 30 meetings will be held 
in the next two weeks to explain the 
issues in the Sept. 27 Harper College 
bond referendum.

Another $2,883,500 of the funds will 
be used to build on the second 
campus, while $7,050,000 will be used 
to complete building on the present 
Palatine campus. Part of the money 
for the Palatine campus will be used 
to build a physical education building 
and gymnasium without state help. 
The state will pay 75 per cent of the 
cost of other buildings.

Rock-hurling whites fight 
police over Boston busing 


BOSTON (U P I) — Whites throwing 
rocks and bottles clashed with riot- 
trained police on historic Bunker Hill 
in Charlestown Monday at the start of 
the second year of classes under a 
court order to integrate Boston’s pub­ 
lic schools by busing. 


Eighty persons were arrested on 
disorderly conduct charges, including 
74 pro-busing demonstrators hauled 
out of a bus and vans by police a few 
blocks from racially tense South Bos­ 
ton High School. 


Some 300 persons jammed around 
the South Boston District Court House 
where the arrested probusing demon­ 
strators were arraigned. Rocks, bot­ 
tles and other debris were thrown, but 
150 police repeatedly dispersed the 
crowd. 
Other parts of the city were calm. 
There were no reports of serious in­ 
juries. 
Yellow school buses, provided with 
police motorcycle escort and with a 
police helicopter hovering above, took 
black children to and from schools 
without incident. 


School officials said final figures 
showed 58.9 per cent of the students 
enrolled went to class Monday. This 
included 60.3 per cent in high schools, 
59.2 at middle schools and 57.8 per 
cent in elementary schools. 
At least two small cars were turned 
over by demonstrators in Charlestown 
after school ended for the day. One of 
the cars was set ablaze. A crowd of 
about 200 milled around near Bunker 
Hill Junior College. 
Black reporter Michael Alexander, 
32, of Newsday was assaulted by five 
unidentified white men on Broadway 
in South Boston. Officials said he de­ 
clined hospital treatment. The wind­ 
shield of his car was broken. 
The 74 arrested in South Boston, 
who identified themselves as mem­ 
bers of the Progrssive Labor Patty, 
were arraigned in South Boston Dis­ 
trict Court. They were released on 
personal recognizance and their cases 
were continued to either Sept. 29 or 
Oct. I. They were taken from the 
courthouse in police wagons for their 
own protection as a crowd outside 
chanted at them. 


A contingent of 1,550 local, metro­ 
politan and state police plus IOO U.S. 
marshals lined bus routes and were 
stationed outside potentially trouble­ 
some schools to keep demonstrators 
from gathering. 
Six hundred riot 
trained National Guardsmen stood 
ready in a nearby building. 


Two men were arrested at Charles­ 
town, one for allegedly assaulting Po­ 
lice Capt. William MacDonald. A 20- 
year-old Hyde Park youth was ar­ 
rested with a 14-inch, taped bamboo 
stick in his pocket. Three persons 
were arrested in Roxbury before 
classes got under way. 


In Louisville, Ky., armed guards 
rode all 550 buses involved in the na­ 
tion’s largest new desegregation bus­ 
ing program following a weekend of 
rioting. No violence was reported but 
absenteeism remained high. 
School Supt. Ernest Grayson said he 
was somewhat encouraged by the 
slight rise in enrollment for the sys­ 
tem’s 165 schools. But the organized 
boycutt by antibusing forces still ap­ 
peared to have considerable steam.

Spray can gas hazard 
on ozone reinforced 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Recent re­ 
search reinforces the concern of a 
federal task force that spray can 
g a s e s and refrigerants threaten 
Earth’s vital ozone radiation shield, a 
co-chairman of the study group said 
Monday. 
The task force reported in June that 
unless new scientific evidence devel­ 
ops to the contrary, it would seem 
necessary to restrict the use of the 
gases known as fluorocarbons because 
of their apparent ability to destroy a 
significant portion of the ozone layer 
IO to 30 miles high. 
“ Nothing has occurred which would 
change our assessment or recommen­ 
dations as reported,” Dr. Warren R. 
Muir told a Senate subcommittee 
looking into the problem. 
“ Recent research results reported 
since the issuance of our report, un­ 
fortunately, reinforce rather than di­ 
minish this concern,” he said. 
Scientists fear erosion of the ozone 
layer would increase the amount of 
ultraviolet radiation reaching Earth’s 


surface. This would step up the in­ 
cidence of skin cancer, possibly dis­ 
rupt global weather patterns and af­ 
fect some forms of plant life. 
In an opening statement, Sen. Pete 
Domenici, R.N.M., said the problem 
“ is a serious one and demands imme­ 
diate attention.” 
“ Testimony 
from 
scientists 
has 
made it clear that not only is the 
problem extremely complex, but that 
we do not have much of the basic in­ 
formation we need to make an in­ 
formed and intelligent decision about 
continued use of these chemicals,” he 
said. 
The task force suggested that a de­ 
cision on possible restrictions on the 
use of the gas be made when the 
Academy committee completes its 
study, expected in April. 
Dr. H. S. Gutowsky, chairman of a 
subcommittee studying atmospheric 
chemistry, said many of the gaps in 
information needed to complete the 
study are now being filled quickly al­ 
though others will take years to fill. 


“ The Americans have no m ilitary 
functions whatever — they are civil­ 
ian volunteers,” he said. “ They are 
not there to bring victory for one side 
or the other.”

Dow closes at 840.11 
in dull market turnover 


NEW YORK (UPI) - With New 
York City’s financial problems oc­ 
cupying the attention of Wall Street, 
prices were lower for most of the ses­ 
sion Monday on the New York Stock 
Exchange, but turned mixed at the 
close. Turnover was dull. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, a 
loser most of the day, rolled up a gain 
with little more than an hour remain­ 
ing. Analysts said there was no news 
to account for the firmness. 
The Dow finished at 840.11, up 4.14. 
Standard and Poor’s 500-stock aver­ 
age closed at 85.89, a gain of .27. The 
average price of a stock exchange 
share rose five cents. 


DECLINES HELD to the end their 
daylong lead over advances, 659 to 


640, among the 1,763 issues crossing 
the tape. 
Volume was 
11,500,000 
shares, compared to 11,675,760 traded 
Friday. 
L a r r y Wachtel, Bache & Co.

The market, according to Wachtel,

The recovery of the Dow late in the 
day was aided by firmness in the steel 
group, which generally had been 
fractionally lower throughout most of 
the session.

Electron traffic jam lights bulbs

HOW DOES A LIG H T BU LB W ORK? 
An electric light bulb sheds a calm 
and steady light. You might never 
suspect that it is designed to create a 
fantastic traffic jam. Nevertheless, 
this is just what happens. The frantic 
activity takes place on a minuscule 
scale, far too small to be seen by hu­ 
man eyes. 
Electric current is created by zil­ 
lions of moving electrons. Normally 
these mini-particles of matter are at­ 
tached to atoms, where they swarm 
around in orderly traffic lanes. Elec­ 
tric current is created when billions of 
electrons are shaken loose and go 
hopping through the wires. A lamp 
bulb is designed to plug into an elec­ 
tric current and change some of its 
energy into light. 
Inside the light bulb are two sturdy 
metal prongs, connected by a fine 
filament made of a metal called tung­ 
sten. The glass seals the whole thing 
from the outside air. The metal base

of the plug screws into an electrical 
outlet, and an electrical switch turns 
the current on and off. 
When the current is switched on, 
billions of jogging electrons swarm up 
through the prongs and the filament 
inside the bulb. They have plenty of 
room to stream through the sturdy 
prongs. But when they reach the fine 
filament, they are crowded into a bot­ 
tleneck. Imagine what would happen 
if the speeding traffic on a wide free­ 
way suddenly was crowded into one 
narrow lane. 


Naturally there would be a dis­ 
astrous traffic jam, with blazing cars 
all over the place. Electrons crowding 
through the filament in a light bulb 
create a somewhat sim ilar traffic 
jam. As they speed along, they justle 
atoms of tungsten in the filament — 
and this jostling motion creates heat. 
The filament becomes so hot that it 
glows and sheds light. 


This magic occurs because elec­ 
trons are shaken free from the tung­ 
sten atoms. When a tungsten atom 
loses an electron from an inside traf­ 
fic lane, an electron from an outer 


lane hops in to take its place and 
gives off a small glow. M ultiply this 
tiny glow by several billion, and you 
have enough razzle-dazzle to light up 
an electric bulb. 
Glowing heat of this kind tends to 
weaken a metal and cause its atoms 
to break apart. Tungsten is able to 
withstand more heat than most met­ 
als — but eventually the filament 
breaks and the bulb burns out. In the 
presence of oxygen, it would burn out 
sooner. This is why the inside of the 
bulb has a sealed-in mixture of argon 
or other gases that do not boost the 
burning process.

Plan agency’s 


view welcome 


A regional agency with experi­ 
ence in viewing problems from a 
metropolitan 
perspective 
has 
taken on a welcome role in mak­ 
ing the Regional Transportation 
Authority accountable to the 
suburbs. 


The agency, the Northeastern 
Illinois 
Planning 
Commission, 
reviews requests by Chicago- 
area local governments for fed­ 
eral 
funds 
and 
recommends 
whether those grants should be 
approved or denied. 


The 
commission 
staff 
has 
looked at the RTA’s request for 
$50.5 million in federal operating 
s u b s i d i e s and decided the 
request should be approved only 
if the suburbs are assured of an 
equitable share. 


Although the staff didn’t say 
it, the fair-treatment proposal 
fo r s u b u r b a n areas was 
prompted by RTA’s consistent 
policy of directing the bulk of its 
attention and money to the Chi­ 
cago Transit Authority. 


Instead of taking a regional 
approach to mass transit — as 
its name would imply and its 
backers promised — the RTA 
has centered its efforts on Chi­ 
cago and done much less for the 
transit-starved suburbs. 


The planning commission, be­ 
cause it views the Chicago area 
as an eight-county metropolitan 
region, is in the position to act 
as a counter-balance to the RTA’s 
Chicago-oriented outlook. 


With the power to review and 
call attention to the RTA’s plans 
for spending federal funds, the 
commission can help ensure that 
the suburbs and outlying areas 
enjoy equal priority with Chi­ 
cago. 


The staff has also recom­ 
mended that the RTA be re­ 
quired to notify the commission 
of its disbursements so their 
fairness to all parts of the Chi­ 
cago area can be monitored. 


We commend the staff for its 
recommendations and urge the 
commission to follow through by 
approving them. The commis­ 
sion may be reluctant to adopt a 
watchdog attitude toward the 
RTA, but the entire region will 
be better off if it does. 


The suburbs need someone to 
protect their interest in transit 
matters until the General As­ 
sembly can adopt effective mea­ 
sures to reform the RTA and 
end its domination by the City of 
Chicago.

The lighter side 


On Aug. 26, the city council of the 
City of Rolling Meadows, by a narrow 
margin, voted not to annex property 
at Plum Grove Road and Euclid Ave­ 
nue which is planned for two fast-food 
franchise-type restaurants. 


Aldermen Merrill Wuerch and Ray­ 
mond Neuckranz of the First Ward, 
and Kenneth Retzke of the Fifth 
Ward, voted against the annexation, 
and with the deciding vote from May­ 
or Roland Meyer, the petition to an­ 
nex was defeated. I would like to pub­ 
licly thank all of them. This pleasant 
roadway — for awhile, at least — now 
has a fighting chance of surviving the 
push of the operators from the out­ 
side, and the surrounding community, 
which is mostly residential, should be 
grateful to these officials who were 
willing to put the well-being of the lo­ 
cal area ahead of the quest for ever 
more sales tax revenues. 


In The Herald of Sept. I, it was re­ 
ported that Pizza Hut and Long John 
Silver plan to proceed with construc­ 
tion at Euclid and Plum Grove Road. 
The decision is apparently based on 
the philosophy that the county zoning 
gaves them rights which they intend 
to exercise, irrespective of how the 
community feels about it. This is rath­ 
er typical of the outside developers’ 
attitude and, unfortunately, is mani­ 
fest in other situations. For example: 


About two years ago, a planned de­ 
velopment was approved for the area 
between Euclid and Lincoln on the 
west side of Hicks Road. Likewise, a 
few months back, rezoning was ap­ 
proved for the land across the street. 
In both instances, the petition was 
made by the contract-owner of the 
property with the statement that if 
the requested petition was approved, 
the sale would be consummated. 
Smith and Pipenhagen was the agent 
for the sellers. On both properties the 
signs advertising the acreage for sale 
remain; presumably the properties 
are again for sale. 


AT THE HEARING for the planned 
development on the west side of Hicks 
mentioned above, the petitioner stated 
that grade would not be raised by the 
proposed improvement (there is resi­ 
dential property on the west bound­ 
ary). Yet, in the last four months, 
tons of fill have been dumped on this 
land. 
What can a community like Rolling 
Meadows do to protect itself from 
those who would treat our city in such 
a casual manner? Behind our backs 
they laugh at us! 
One could cite numerous instances 
where developers have asked for and 
obtained a zoning change for proper­ 


ty, using as part of the argument the 
advantages to the city, particularly 
tax revenues, when their project was 
completed. On review, one finds that 
although the zoning matter was repre­ 
sented as being urgent — once obtain­ 
ed — the urgency vanished. From ap­ 
pearances, it would seem that the re­ 
zoning was actually a speculative ven­ 
ture, and who can tell now what will 
eventually be built on these properties 
for, having been rezoned, much of the 
control the city had over its devel­ 


opment is gone. 


I am not a specialist in this field, 
but as one who has invested his own 
money in a home in Rolling Meadows, 
it would seem that there must be 
somewhere a better way to protect 
this community and to help it become 
a wonderful little city that interested 
citizens and a concerned council could 
make it.

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Board ansivers seniors’ bus criticism 


We thought it our duty to clarify 
items mentioned in Robert G. Landis’ 
letter to the Fence Post. In paragraph 
one the letter states “Palatine Town­ 
ship Senior Citizens are finally going 
to have a means of transportation.” 
(The Senior Citizens mini-bus has 
been operating since March, 1974). 
“I have heard that this bus, pur­ 
chased by Palatine Township.” (Bus 
was purchased and title held by the 
Palatine Township Council on the 
Aged - PATCOA). 
“(Bus) is going to be maintained 
and garaged in School Dist. 15 at the 
Palatine Hills Junior High bus depot.” 
(Discussion with township highway 
commissioner revealed that there was 
no room inside the township garage to 
store the bus. The township highway 
department yard is only fenced on 
three sides and outside storage of the 
bus would undoubtedly invite van­ 
dalism. It was therefore decided to 
obtain a more secure area for parking 
the bus.) 


WHEN THE executive board of the 
Palatine Township Council on the 
Aged met with School Dist. 15 Board 
of Education in June, 1975, a dis­ 
cussion was held regarding the park­ 
ing and maintenance of the bus. It 
was decided that before the bus was 
delivered the parking and mainte­ 
nance costs would be determined by 
the Dist. 15 transportation depart­ 
ment. This was done, and the Pala­ 
tine Township Council on the Aged de­ 
cided that this was the best course of 
action. 
“I believe this practice of allowing 
a school district to maintain and ga­ 
rage another organization’s vehicle is 
illegal.” (According to School Dist. 
15’s attorney this procedure is legal). 
“Is School Dist. 15 prepared to re­ 
pair and park the vehicles of other 
not-for-profit organizations? If not, I’d 
like to know why?” (We can’t answer 
for Dist. 15; however, we do know 
that at the time of our discussion with 


the transportation department of Dist. 
15 the main problem with the PAT­ 
COA bus was where to park it in the 
already crowded school bus lot. At the 
time we were involved in discussions 
with Dist. 15 on a hot lunch program 
for the seniors and it was apparent 
from our meetings that the Dist. 15 
board was very much interested in 
assisting the seniors of Palatine 
Township. Undoubtedly this attitude 
at the board level and at the trans­ 
portation department level prevailed 
in finding room in the lot for our bus). 
“This precedent (of maintaining 
and parking the bus) is obviously go­ 
ing to cost the taxpayers a lot of mon­ 
ey.” (The cost of routine preventive 
maintenance that we pay to Dist. 15 is 
based on the school district cost of $8 
an hour. The parking space is free). 
“There also seems to be some con­ 
troversy about the type of bus pur­ 
chased for the senior citizens. From a 
picture of the bus I saw recently, ifs 
actually a school bus painted white 
without the stop sign arm and flash­ 
ing lights plated over. This bus I un­ 
derstand is a type similar to what 
School Dist. 15 purchases regularly 
and it was purchased from the same 
dealer in Chicago where School Dist. 
15 buys its buses.” (We were unaware 
that there was a controversy con­ 
cerning the type of bus to be pur­ 
chased. The executive board spent 
many hours on the bus purchase. 
Three buses were brought to the se­ 
nior center so that the executive 
board could investigate and ride in 
various types of buses. The executive 
board spent many hours in securing 
federal funds for the bus purchase 
and in determining necessary min­ 
imum bus codes so that if at some 
future date money became available 
to operate and/or maintain the bus 
our bus would be eligible. Bus pur­ 
chase bids were published in the Pal­ 
atine Herald on May 17, 1975 and the 
bid notice was also mailed to seven 
bus companies. A total of nine bids 


were received and opened on June 2, 
1975. After much discussion the deci­ 
sion to purchase was made. The pur­ 
chase was made by and title held by 
the PATCOA. School Dist. 15 was in 
no way involved in the selection and 
purchase of the bus.) 
“Why is Palatine Township the only 
township having difficulty obtaining 
insurance on the bus?” (We have had 
difficulty obtaining insurance due to 
the high risk involved. Of the 13 insur­ 
ance companies contacted only four 
bid and we selected the lowest bidder 
from that group. The other companies 
would not bid because they considered 
transporting senior citizens a very 
high risk operation). 
We hope we have answered the 
questions completely and to the satis­ 
faction of Mr. Landis and any other 
citizens who are interested in the op­ 
erations of PATCOA. We are always 
looking for concerned and community 
spirited citizens to assist us in our ef­ 
forts with the seniors.

Science ‘threat9may disappear in a twinkling

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Last week 
after 186 prominent scientists signed a 
statement deploring the growing ac­ 
ceptance of astrology, several astrol­ 
ogists retaliated with statements de­ 
ploring the growing acceptance of 
science. 
Among the counter-attackers was 
my neighborhood astrologist, Cosmo 
Seersucker. 
“The acceptance of science per­ 
vades modern society,” Seersucker 
fumed when I stopped by his chart 
room to have my horoscope refur­ 
bished. 


“ACCORDING TO some polls I’ve 
seen lately, almost 50 per cent of the 
American people now place at least 
some degree of faith in science. 
I said, “How do you account for the 
rising belief in scientific theories?” 
Seersucker said he was especially 
disturbed by the continued publication 
of science columns in otherwise repu­ 
table newspapers and magazines. 
He noted that the annual directory 
of syndicates compiled by Editor and 
Publisher magazine lists more than 30 
science 
columns 
now being 
dis­ 
seminated by daily newspapers. 
“This can only contribute to the 


growth of irresponsible and unrealis­ 
tic behavior,” he asserted. “It leads 
to reliance on science to solve prob­ 
lems that individuals should be sol­ 
ving for themselves. 


“Many people are being deluded 
into a false sense of security. They 
figure that no matter how big a mess 
they make of things — the environ­ 
ment, for example — science will find 
a way to bail them out. 


“I believe the time has come to 
challenge directly, and forcefully, the 
pretentious claims of scientific in­ 
fallibility.” 


He added that there was no astrolo­ 
gical basis for science, which deals 
with the experimental investigation 
and theoretical explanation of natural 
phenomena. 
“I DON’T THINK astrologers can 
stop science, but I think we have a 
responsibility to speak out every so 
often to remind the public that scien­ 
tific theories are pure postulation.” 
I asked Seersucker how science got 
started in the first place. 
“It evolved from the early attempts 
by primitive man to understand the 
world about him. Having no horoscope 
to guide him, he began inventing sci­ 


entific theories to explain the mys­ 
teries of the universe. 
“Some of the theories, such as the 
Theory of Relativity, are rather 
amusing and can provide a little 
harmless fun if you don’t take them 
too seriously. But the steady and 
ready availability of scientific theo­ 
ries can over many years have in­ 
sidious influence on a person’s person­ 
al judgment.” 
I said, “Well, a lot of people claim 
they have benfitted from science. How 
can you be certain it isn’t the ultimate 
answer to our problems?” 
“It’s written in the stars.”

500 calorie diet asks for trouble 


Please tell me what I am doing 
wrong. How much weight can one ex­ 
pect to lose on a 400-500 calorie diet? I 
do not cheat. My daily exercise is the 
routine housekeeping plus a two-mile 
or more walk plus a half-hour bicycle 
ride. 
According to some information I 
should be losing at least IO pounds per 
week, but all I can manage is six. I 
am female, 46, and have lots to lose. I 
want to do it quickly. 
What are you doing wrong? Going 
on a 400-500 calorie diet. That is an 
invitation to developing a number of 
medical disorders and is not safe. As 
a rule of thumb no one should go on a 
diet of less than 1200 calories a day 
without medical supervision. And the 
maximum one should be losing after 
the first week (when you lose fluid 
and empty the digestive system which 
is not loss of fat) is about two pounds 
a week. 
Your diet must be deficient in cal­ 
cium and a number of important vita­ 
mins. 
Now, let’s do a little sensible, plain 
arithmetic. A pound of body fat con­ 
tains 3,500 calories. If you are losing 
six pounds of fat a week that would 
mean your body used 21,000 calories 
more than you ate or an average of 
3,000 calories a day. Add to that the 
500 you are eating, and your body un­ 
der present conditions would be using 
3,500 calories a day. That is a lot of 
calories for women. Your two-mile 
walk a day uses only about 120 ca­ 
lories. The bicycling will be helpful, 
but the amount of calories used de­ 
pends on speed and other factors. It is 
not likely, though, that you are using 
more than 400 calories for this, so 
your exercise program uses perhaps 
as much as 600 calories a day. 
What happens to the other 2,900 ca­ 
lories a day? Do you really think your 
daily housekeeping and basal needs 
would use that many calories? I don’t. 
Then why are you losing so much 
weight? If you are, it means you are 
losing important muscle tissue, not 
just fat. When you get through with 
that program you will have lost a lot 
of body strength, and you will have 
altered your body so that it will be 
more difficult for you to avoid obesity 
in the future. 
Muscle cells use more energy at 
rest than fat cells. As you lose them 
the amount of energy your body uses 
at rest will decrease. Crash diets lead 
to loss of vital muscle tissue. 
The proper way to lose weight is to 
lose fat, not muscle, gradually. It is 
good to have an exercise program 
along with a diet to protect against 
loss of muscles. 
My husband, 78, has to get up every 
night with cramps in his leg, some­ 
times in both legs. The cramps are

very painful. First he thought it came 
from eating eggs once a week, but he 
hasn’t eaten any for a long time now. 
He doesn’t eat any fatty meat. Will 
you please explain what he can do 
about the cramps? 
He will need a careful examination. 
He may have poor circulation to his 
legs and feet. Don’t let him put it off. 
For relief of symptoms he might get 
some benefit by wearing long, wool 
socks to bed at night. Keeping the feet 
warm with some safe device such as 
warm 
socks often 
helps 
prevent 
cramps. That is not a substitute for a 
good examination as he may need 
some medicine or other treatment.

Roses to vacuums 
Women invent for need 


by GAY PAULEY 


Women are the mothers of invention — and often necessity is the 
reason. 


The liberation movement, however, seems to have had little ef­ 
fect on their inventiveness. The U.S. Patent Office says that about 
two per cent of the 70,000 patents granted annually are to women, 
sometimes coinventors with men, and the percentage hasn’t 
changed from year to year. 


Necessity obviously was a factor in a woman’s inventing the first 
machine for sweeping the floor — a patent granted in Britain, May 
5,1811, to one Jane Hume. 


Necessity also probably figured in the first woman to be granted 
a U.S. patent — Mary Kies, of Killingly Conn., in 1809, for her 
method of “ weaving straw with silk or thread.” 


I WOULDN’T be certain of necessity’s role for women who is 
credited with the ice cream crank freezer, Nancy Johnson, in 1864. 


Maybe it was just the fun of the game for Betty Galloway of 
Georgetown, S.C. who in 1968 patented a toy for forming bubbles. 
She was IO at the time and the youngest female patentee in U.S. 
records. 


Another youngster is Betty J. Schroeder of Toledo, Ohio, who at 
13 recently received two patents. One is for a lined phosphorescent 
backing sheet to be placed under writing paper so that the user can 
see where to move a pen or pencil without the aid of light. The 
other adds an overlay sheet with designs to facilitate drawing pic­ 
tures, playing games or performing magic tricks. 


Patent office files include a number of famous women among its 
patentees. Lillian Russell, the actress, singer and famous beauty, in 
1912 patented a “ dresser trunk.” 


MRS. W. GUGLIELMI, Mrs. Rudolph Valentino in 1926, patented 
a “combined coverlet and doll.” She was known professionally as 
N. Rambova. 


And Dorothy F. Rodgers, wife of the composer Richard Rodgers, 
holds a registered trademark for the “Johnny Mop.” The patent 
office explained that a trademark identifies goods and services, as 


those associated with, say, Coca Cola or Greyhound Bus. 


The range of patents is wide among recent ones granted women. 
The patent office listed several on roses issued to Mrs. Esther G. 
Fisher, of Woborn, Mass. 


Since 1930, the office has issued patents on roses and other flow­ 
ers, fruits, trees and shrubs representing a distinct variety. 


DIXIE EDWINA GILBERT, employed at Phillips Petroleum, in 
Bartlesville, Okla., since the late ’60s has received 25 patents in the 
field of chemical compounds and fibrilation. That’s among the larg­ 
est held by one person. 


This year alone has ben a busy one for women. Among those 
issued patents are: 


Josephine Gaylor, of Rock Hill., Mo., for a filter in an automobile 
exhaust system; Marjoriejeann Smith, of Walnut, Calif., for an 
improved trailer towing mechanism; 


Bonnie B. Roo, of Pacific Grove, Calif., for a putting practice 
green; Henrietta Krzewinski, of Old Bridge, N.J., for disposable 
surgical gown with a front panel made of liquid impervious mate­ 
rial; 


From the Raymond Lee Organization, Inc., a New York-based 
firm which deals in patent research and invention development and 
marketing, come other inventors: 


INEZ HUNTRESS, of Glendale, Calif., for instance, came up with 
a back zipper pull which stores can install in dressing rooms, 
enabling women to handle the pulling up and down of a zipper 
without salesgirl help. 


Hazell Zonni, of Thousand Oaks, Calif., solved the problem of 
washing the interior bottom of glasses, with a glass-bottle brush 
mounted vertically on a suction cup which can be stuck on the side 
or bottom of the sink. 


Why do people invent? Lee says some do it for financial gain, 
some for personal satisfaction, for the respect of their neighbors, 
just for the fun of it — and of course necessity.

Tub surfaces need tender treatment 


Dear Dorothy: Do you know how to 
remove the stain from a bathtub 
where a shower mat has left dis­ 
colorations? I’ve tried tub cleaners, 
cleansers and even chlorine bleach — 
all with no success. — Mrs. N.W. 
Kahn. 


I’m afraid that what you’ve tried 
might have compounded the problem 
by destroying more of the glaze. Bath­ 
tubs have that solid, almost inde­ 
structible look, but they require ten­ 
der treatment — only gentle liquid de­ 
tergents or one of the very mild clean­ 
sers. There are two treatments you 
should still try, but if the glaze is 
gone you’ll have a constant problem. 
Make a paste of cream of tartar and 
peroxide, rub gently, leave for five 
minutes, then rinse. Or try the clean­ 
ser containing a small amount of 
oxalic acid, using the very same 
method.

Singer, who was asked by Walker to 
look at the Chicago school budget, is­ 
sued a preliminary report Saturday 
after four days of study, but said he 
plans to study the school budget fur­ 
ther. 
While the politicians traded barbs 
on school financing, Chicago’s teach­ 
ers continued a strike that has kept 
the city’s 530,000 students out of 
classes four days. 


The Chicago Teachers Union’s gov­ 
erning body voted 623-2 Monday night 
to reject the school board’s latest con­ 
tract offer. The offer, turned down 
Sunday night by union negotiators, 
was an extension of last year’s con­ 
tract with the possibility, but no guar­ 
antee, of a pay hike later this year. 


The only other teachers’ strike in 
Illinois was settled early Monday 
when teachers in Elgin ratified a new 
contract, ending a walkout that began 
Sept. 3.

Mayor Richard J. Daley said Mon­ 
day former Alderman William Sing­ 
er’s quick report on Chicago school 
finances was “foolish and grand- 
standish” and he repeated charges 
that Gov. Daniel Walker has short­ 
changed the schools financially. 
The mayor said Singer could not 
have made an in-depth study of the 
schools’ finances in four days. He said 
Singer’s suggestion that Cook County 
impose a one-time tax increase to 
help the schools was silly. 


“Why should the taxpayers, who 
had their taxes raised in 1969 to help 
the schools, be hit with another in­ 
crease?” Daley said, referring to the 
state income tax. “I never saw any­ 
thing so foolish or grandstandish.” 
Daley said the state should provide 
the money because the income tax 
was levied in 1969 to provide adequate 
money for the schools. He said Walk­ 
er has not given the city its fair share 
of the income taxes for schools. 


“THE GOVERNOR is not willing to 
take care of the schools,” Daley said.

TEHRAN, Iran (UP!) - Shah Mo ­ 
hammed Reza Pahlev i indicated Mo n­ 
day that Iran wo u ld p ress fo r sizable 
p rice increases at a meeting o f o il 
p ro du cers later this mo nth and warn­ 
ed the West no t to reso rt to “gu nbo at 
dip lo macy ” to keep p rices do wn. 
In an address to a jo int sessio n o f 
the Iranian p arliament, the Shah said 
Iran’s demand fo r the increases to 
o ffset inflatio n ru nning at 27 p er cent 
in so me indu strialized co u ntries was 
“reaso nable and legitimate.” 
^“It is a p erfectly lo gical mo v e to 
rev ise o il p rices (u p wards), as it has 
a direct relatio n with the u nstable 
eco no mic situ atio n in the indu strial­ 
ized wo rld,” he said. 
The Shah said Iran’s mo v es to ward 
this end were “reaso nable and legiti­ 


mate” in v iew o f the increased co st to 
o il p ro du cers o f imp o rts fro m indu s­ 
trialized co u ntries where inflatio n was 
ru nning “in certain cases u p to 27 p er 
cent.”

A $250,000 loan to aid the financially 
ailing North Suburban Mass Transit 
District (NORTRAN) was propc^ d 
Monday by Regional Transportation 
Authority board members. 


Officials of NORTRAN and the RTA 
agieed on the loan to allow the two 
transit agencies more time to work 
out a compromise on bus routes in the 
North and Northwest suburban area. 


The $250,000 loan — which must be 
ap p ro v ed 
formally by the RTA board 
Thursday — would be subtracted from 
future grants by RTA to NORTRAN. 


th e LOAN would enable NdR- 
TRAN to meet its Friday payroU and 
to continue bus operations for another 
month and a half, the district’s execu­ 
tive director, Joseph DUohn, said. 
DUohn said bus operations run a 
$125,000 deficit each month. 


The search for a compromise on 
bus routes began Aug. 30 at a mating 
of NORTRAN and RTA boards m 
Skokie. 
Staffs of the two agencies are wort 
ing on the compromise. The Aug. 30 
meeting was called after the RTA re­ 
fused to take up the entire deficit for 
NORTRAN bus operations because 
the district’s bus service revenues pay 
only 56 per cent of operating ex­ 
penses, not the 65 per cent required 
by the RTA.

Mu skie, chairman of the Senate 
Bu dget Committee, said an analy sis 
showed that if domestic controls were 
lifted, the nation wou ld su ffer a loss of 


600,000 jobs by the end of 1977, a 
4-per-cent increase in prices, and a 20- 
per-cent redu ction in gross national 
produ ct growth.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - B ecent re­ 
search reinforces the concern of a 
federal task force that siM-ay can 
ga s e s and refrigerants threaten 
Earth’s v ital ozone radiation shield, a 
otHdiairman of the stu dy grou p said 
Monday . 
The task force reported in Ju ne that 
u nless new scientific ev id^ce dev el­ 
ops to the contrary , it wou ld seem 
necessary to restrict the u se of the 
gases known as flu orocarbons becau se 
of their aK>arent ability to destroy a 
significant portion of the ozone lay er 
10 to 30 miles high. 
“Nothing has occu rred which wou ld 
change ou r assessment or recommen­ 
dations as reported,” Dr. Warren R. 
Mu ir told a Senate su bcommittee 
looking into the problem. 
“Recent research resu lts reported 
since the issu ance of ou r r ^ r t , u n­ 
fortu nately , reinforce rather than di­ 
minish this concern,” he said. 
Scientists fear erosion of the ozone 
lay er wou ld increase the amou nt of 
u ltrav iolet radiation reaching Eiarth’s 


su rface. This wou ld step u p the in­ 
cidence of skin cancer, possibly dis­ 
ru pt global weather patterns and af­ 
fect some forms of plant Hfe. 
In an opening statement, Sen. Pete 
Domenici, R.N.M., said the problem 
“is a seriou s one and demands imme­ 
diate attention.” 
“Testimony from scientists has 
made it clear that not only is the 
problem ex tremely complex , bu t to t 
we do not hav e mu ch of the basic in­ 
firmation we need to make an in­ 
formed and intelligent decision abou t 
continu ed u se of these chemicals,” he 
said. 
The task force su ggested that a de­ 
cision on possible restrictions on the 
u se of the gas be made v hen t o 
Academy committee completes its 
stu dy , ex pected in April. 
Dr. H. S. Gu towsky , chairman of a 
su bcommittee stu djdng atmospheric 
chemistry , said many of the gaps in 
information needed to complete the 
stu dy are now being filled q u ickly al­ 
thou gh others will take y ears to fill.

HOW DOES A LIGHT BULB WORK? 
An electric light bulb sh ^ a calm 
aiKl steady 
Yo u might never 
suspect that it is designed to create a 
fantastic traffic jam. Neverthele^, 
this is just what happens. Tb e frantic 
activity takes place o n a minuscule 
scale, far to o small to be seen by hu­ 
man ey es. 
Electric current is created by zil­ 
lio ns 
mo ving electro ns. No rmally 
these mini-particles o f matter are at­ 
tached to ato ms, where they swarm 
aro und in o rderly traffic lanes. Elec­ 
tric current is created when billio ns o f 
electro ns are shalmn lo o se and go 
ho pping thro ugh the wires. A lamp 
bulb is designed to pUig into an elec­ 
tric current and change scmie o f its 
energy into light. 
Inside the light bulb are two stui^y 
metal pro ngs, co nnected by a fine 
filament made o f a metal called tung­ 
sten. The ^ass seals the who le thing 
fro m the o utside air. The metal base 


o f the plug screws Into an electrical 
o utlet, and an electrical switch turns 
the current o n ami o ff. 
When the current is switched o n, 
biUio ns o f jo gging electro ns swarm up 
thro ugh the pro ngs and the filament 
inside the bulb. They have plenty o f 
ro o m to stream thro u^i the sturdy 
pro ngs. But when they reach the fine 
filament, they are cro wded Into a bo t­ 
tleneck. Im ai^ what wo uld happen 
if the speeding traffic o n a wide free­ 
way suddenly was cro wded into o ne 
narro w lane. 
Naturally there wo uld be a dis­ 
astro us traffic jam. with blazing cars 
aU o ver the place. Electro ns cro wding 
thro u^ the filament in a li^ bulb 
create a smnewhat similar traffic 
jam. As they speed ato ng, they justle 
ato ms o f tungsien in the filament — 
and this jo stling mo tio n creates heat. 
The filament beco mes so ho t that it 
glo ws and sheds light. 
This magic o ccurs because elec­ 
tro ns are shaken free fro m the tung­ 
sten ato ms.

The ag ency , the No rtheastern 
Illino is 
Planning 
Co mmissio n, 
rev iews requests by Chicag o - 
area lo cal g o v ernments fo r fed­ 
eral 
funds 
and 
reco mmends 
whether tho se g rants sho uld be 
appro v ed o r denied. 


The 
co mmissio n 
staff 
has 
lo o ked at the RTA’s request fo r 
$50.5 millio n in federal o perating 
s u b s i d i e s and decided the 
request sho uld be appro v ed o nly 
if the suburbs are assured o f an 
equitable share. 


Altho ug h the staff didn’t say 
it, the fair-treatment pro po sal 
fo r s u b u r b a n areas was 
pro mpted by RTA’s co nsistent 
po licy o f directing the bulk o f its 
attentio n and mo ney to the Chi­ 
cag o Transit Autho rity . 


Instead o f taking a reg io nal 
appro ach to mass transit — as 
its name wo uld imply and its 
backers pro mised — the RTA 
has centered its effo rts o n Chi­ 
cag o and do ne much less fo r the 
transit-star\^ed suburbs. 


The planning co mmissio n, be­ 
cause it v iews the Chicag o area 
as an eig ht-co unty metro po litan 
reg io n, is in the po sitio n to act 
as a co unter-balance to the RTA’s 
Chicag o -o riented o utlo o k. 


With the po wer to rev iew and 
call attentio n to the RTA’s plans 
fo r spending federal funds, the 
co mmissio n can help ensure that 
the suburbs and o utly ing areas 
enjo y equal prio rity with Chi­ 
cag o . 


The staff has also reco m­ 
mended that the RTA be re­ 
quired to no tify the co mmissio n 
o f its disbursements so their 
fairness to all parts o f the Chi­ 
cag o area can be mo nito red. 


We co mmend the staff fo r its 
reco mmendatio ns and urg e the 
co mmissio n to fo llo w thro ug h by 
appro v ing them. The co mmis­ 
sio n may be reluctant to ado pt a 
watchdo g attitude to ward the 
RTA, but the entire reg io n will 
be better o ff if it do es. 


The suburbs need so meo ne to 
pro tect their interest in transit 
matters until the General As­ 
sembly can ado pt effectiv e mea­ 
sures to refo rm the RTA and 
end its do minatio n by the City o f 
Chicag o .

cut o ff o ur o il supplies. We just 
g o t up at dawn and went o ut and 
waited in line to buy g aso line at 
Inflated prices.

Th e lig h ter sid e 


On Aug . 26, the city co uncil o f the 
City o f Ro lling Meado ws, by a narro w 
marg in, v o ted no t to annex pro perty 
at Plum Gro v e Ro ad and Euclid Av e­ 
nue which is planned fo r two fast-fo o d 
franchise-ty pe restaurants. 


Aldermen Merrill Wuerch and Ray ­ 
mo nd Neuckranz o f the First Ward, 
and Kenneth Retzke o f the Fifth 
Ward, v o ted ag ainst the annex atio n, 
and with the deciding v o te fro m May ­ 
o r Ro land Mey er, the petitio n to an­ 
nex was defeated. I wo uld like to pub­ 
licly thank all o f them. This pleasant 
ro adway — fo r awhile, at least — no w 
has a fig hting chance o f surv iv ing the 
push o f the o perato rs fro m the o ut­ 
side, and the surro unding co mmunity , 
which is mo stly residential, sho uld be 
g rateful to these o fficials who were 
willing to put the well-being o f the lo ­ 
cal area ahead o f the quest fo r ev er 
mo re sales tax rev enues. 


In The Herald o f Sept. 1, it was re­ 
po rted that Pizza Hut and Lo ng J o hn 
Silv er plan to pro ceed with co nstruc­ 
tio n at Euclid and Plum Gro v e Ro ad. 
The decisio n is apparently based o n 
the philo so phy that the co unty zo ning 
g av es them rig hts which they intend 
to ex ercise, irrespectiv e o f ho w the 
co mmunity feels abo ut it. This is rath­ 
er ty pical o f the o utside dev elo pers’ 
attitude and, unfo rtunately , is mani­ 
fest in o ther situatio ns. Fo r ex ample: 


Abo ut two y ears ag o , a planned de­ 
v elo pment was appro v ed fo r the area 
between Euclid and Linco ln o n the 
west side o f Hicks Ro ad. Likewise, a 
few mo nths back, rezo ning was ap­ 
pro v e fo r the land acro ss the street. 
In bo th instances, the petitio n was 
made by the co ntract-o wner o f the 
pro perty with the statement that if 
the requested petitio n was appro v ed, 
the sale wo uld be co nsummated. 
Smith and Pipenhag en was the ag ent 
fo r the sellers. On bo th pro perties the 
sig ns adv ertising the acreag e fo r sale 
remain; presumably the pro perties 
are ag ain fo r sale. 


AT THE HEARING fo r the planned 
dev elo pment o n the west side o f Hicks 
mentio ned abo v e, the petitio ner stated 
that g rade wo uld no t be raised by the 
pro po sed impro v ement <there is resi­ 
dential pro perty o n the west bo und­ 
ary ). Yet, in the last fo ur mo nths, 
to ns o f fill hav e been dumped o n this 
land. 
What can a co mmunity like Ro lling 
Meado ws do to pro tect itself fro m 
tho se who wo uld treat o ur city in such 
a casual manner? Behind o ur backs 
they laug h at us! 
One co uld cite numero us instances 
where dev elo pers hav e asked fo r and 
o btained a zo ning chang e fo r pro per­ 


ty , using as part o f the arg ument the 
adv antag es to the city , particularly 
tax rev enues, when their pro ject was 
co mpleted. On rev iew, o ne finds that 
altho ug h the zo ning matter was repre­ 
sented as being urg ent — o nce o btain­ 
ed — the urg ency v anished. Fro m ap­ 
pearances, it wo uld seem that the re- 
zo ning was actually a speculativ e v en­ 
ture, and who can tell no w what will 
ev entually be built o n these pro perties 
fo r, hav ing been rezo ned, much o f the 
co ntro l the city had o v er its dev el­ 


o pment is g o ne. 
I am no t a specialist in this field, 
but as o ne who has inv ested his o wn 
mo ney in a ho me in Ro lling Meado ws, 
it wo uld seem that there must be 
so mewhere a better way to pro tect 
this co mmunity and to help it beco me 
a wo nderful little city that interested 
citizens and a co ncerned co uncil co uld 
make it.

The to wnship hig hway 
department y ard is o nly fenced o n 
three sides and o utside sto rag e o f the 
bus wo uld undo ubtedly inv ite v an­ 
dalism. It was therefo re decided to 
o btain a mo re secure area fo r parking 
the bus.) 


WHEN THE ex ecutiv e bo ard o f the 
Palatine To wnship Co uncil o n the 
Ag ed met with Scho o l Dist. 15 Bo ard 
o f Educatio n in J une, 1975, a dis­ 
cussio n was held reg arding the park­ 
ing and maintenance o f the bus. It 
was decided that befo re the bus was 
deliv ered the parking and mainte­ 
nance co sts wo uld be determined by 
the Dist. 15 transpo rtatio n depart­ 
ment. This was do ne, and the Pala­ 
tine To wnship Co uncil o n the Ag ed de­ 
cided that this was the best co urse o f 
actio n. 
“ I believ e this practice o f allo wing 
a scho o l district to maintain and g a­ 
rag e ano ther o rg anizatio n’s v ehicle is 
illeg al.” (Acco rding to Scho o l Dist. 
15’s atto rney this pro cedure is leg al). 
“ Is Scho o l Dist. 15 prepared to re­ 
pair and park the v ehicles o f o ther 
no t-fo r-pro fit o rg anizatio ns? If no t. I’d 
like to kno w why ?” (We can’t answer 
fo r Dist. 15; ho wev er, we do kno w 
that at the time o f o ur discussio n with 


the transpo rtatio n department o f Dist. 
15 the main pro blem with the PAT- 
COA bus was where to park it in the 
already cro wded scho o l bus lo t. At the 
time we were inv o lv ed in discussio ns 
with Dist. 15 o n a ho t lunch pro g ram 
fo r the senio rs and it was apparent 
fro m o ur meeting s that the Dist. 15 
bo ard was v ery much interested in 
assisting the senio rs o f Pala^jne 
To wnship. Undo ubtedly this attitude 
at the bo ard lev el and at the trans­ 
po rtatio n department lev el prev ailed 
in finding ro o m in the lo t fo r o ur bus). 
“ This precedent (o f maintaining 
and parking the bus) is o bv io usly g o ­ 
ing to co st the tax pay ers a lo t o f mo n­ 
ey .” (The co st o f ro utine prev entiv e 
maintenance that we pay to Dist. 15 is 
based o n the scho o l district co st o f $8 
an ho ur. The parking space is free). 
“ There also seems to be so me co n­ 
tro v ersy abo ut the ty pe o f bus pur­ 
chased fo r the senio r citizens. Fro m a 
picture o f the bus I saw recently , it's 
actually a scho o l bus painted white 
witho ut the sto p sig n arm and flash­ 
ing lig hts plated o v er. This bus I un­ 
derstand is a ty pe similar to what 
Scho o l Dist. 15 purchases reg ularly 
and it was purchased fro m the same 
dealer in Chicag o where Scho o l Dist. 
15 buy s its buses.” (We were unaware 
that there was â co ntro v ersy co n­ 
cerning the ty pe o f bus to be pur­ 
chased. The ex ecutiv e bo ard spent 
many ho urs o n the bus purchase. 
Three buses were bro ug ht to the se­ 
nio r center so that the ex ecutiv e 
bo ard co uld inv estig ate and ride in 
v ario us ty pes o f buses. The ex ecutiv e 
bo ard spent many ho urs in securing 
federal funds fo r the bus purchase 
and in determining necessary min­ 
imum bus co des so that if at so me 
future date mo ney became av ailable 
to o perate and/o r maintain the bus 
o ur bus wo uld be elig ible. Bus pur­ 
chase bids were published In the Pal­ 
atine Herald o n May 17, 1975 and the 
bid no tice was also mailed to sev en 
bus co mpanies.

Of the 13 insur­ 
ance co mpanies co ntacted o nly fo ur 
bid and we selected the lo west bidder 
fro m that g ro up. The o ther co mpanies 
wo uld no t bid because they co nsidered 
transpo rting senio r citizens a v ery 
hig h risk o peratio n). 
We ho pe we hav e answered the 
questio ns co mpletely and to the satis­ 
factio n o f Mr. Landis and any o ther 
citizens who are interested in the o p­ 
eratio ns o f PATCOA. We are alway s 
lo o king fo r co ncerned and co mmunity 
spirited citizens to assist us in o ur ef­ 
fo rts with the senio rs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Last week 
after 186 ¡» ‘o min^t scientists sig ned a 
statement deplo ring tbe g ro wing ac­ 
ceptance o f astro lo g y , sev eral astro l- 
o g ists retaliated with statements de­ 
plo ring the g ro wing acceptance o f 
science. 
Amo ng tbe co unter-attackers was 
my neig hbo rho o d astro lo g ist, Co smo 
Seersucker. 
“ The acceptance o f science per­ 
v ades mo dern so ciety ,” Seersucker 
fumed when I sto pped by ins cfaax t 
ro o m to hav e my bo ro wo pe refur­ 
bished. 


“ ACCORDING TO so me po lls I’v e 
seen lately , almo st 50 per 
c&at o f the 
American peo ple no w place at least 
so me deg ree o f faith in science. 
I said, “ Ho w do y o u acco unt fo r the 
rising belief in scientific theo ries?” 
Seersucker said he was especially 
disturbed by tbe co ntinued publicatio n 
o f science co lumns in o therwise repu­ 
table newspapers and mag azines. 
He no ted that the annual directo ry 
o f sy ndicates co mpiled by Edito r and 
Publisher mag azine lists mo re than 30 
science 
co lumns 
no w being dis­ 
seminated by daily newspapers. 
“ This can o nly o o dtribute to the 


g ro wth o f irrespo nsible and unrealis­ 
tic behav io r,” he asserted. “ It leads 
to reliance o n science to so lv e pro b­ 
lems that indiv iduals sho uld be so l­ 
v ing fo r themselv es. 


“ Many peo ple are being deluded 
into a false sense o f security . They 
fig ure that no matter ho w big a mess 
they make o f thing s ■— the « iv iro n- 
ment, fo r ex ample — science will find 
a way to bail them o ut. 


“ I believ e the time has co me to 
dialleng e directly , and fo rcefully , 
Um 
pretentio us claims o f sdeo tific in­ 
fallibility .” 


He added that there was no astro lo ­ 
g ical basis fo r science, which deals 
with the ex perimental inv estig atio n 
and the(M*^cal ex planatio n o f natural 
pheno mena. ___ 
“ I DON’T THINK astro lo g ers can 
sto p science, but I think we hav e a 
respo nsibility to speak o id: ev ery so 
o ften to remind the public that scien­ 
tific theo ries are pure po stulatio n.” 
I asked Seersucker ho w science g o t 
started in the first place. 
“ It ev o lv ed fro m the early attempts 
by primitiv e man to understand the 
wo rld abo ut him. Hav ing no ho ro sco pe 
to g uide him, be beg an tav enting sd- 


entific theo ries to ex plain the my s­ 
teries o f the univ erse. 
“ So me o f the theo ries, such as the 
Theo ry o f Relativ ity , are rather 
amiiig ing and can pro v ide a little 
harmless fun if y x )u dMi’t take them 
to o serio usly . But- the steady and 
ready av ailability o f scientific theo ­ 
ries can o v er many y ears hav e in­ 
sidio us influence o n a perso n’s pers<» - 
al judg ment.” 
I said, “ Well, a lo t o f peo ple claim 
they bav e benfitted fro m sdence. Ho w 
can y o u be certain it isn’t the ultimate 
answer to o ur pro blems?” 
“ It’s written in the stars.”

500 calorie diet asks ior trouble 


Please tell me what I am doing 
wrong. How much w ei^t can one ex­ 
pect hi lose on a 400-500 calorie diet? I 
do not cheat. My daily exercise is the 
rontiiie honsekOepiBg pins a two-mile 
or more walk pins a haff-hour bicycle 
ride. 
According to some information I 
shonld be losiiig at least 10 povnds per 
week, hot an I can manage Is six. I 
am female, 46, and have lots to lose. I 
want to do it quickly. 
What are you doing wrong? Going 
on a 400-500 calorie diet. That is an 
invitatimi to developing a number of 
medical disorders mid is not safe. As 
a rule of thumb no one should go on a 
diet of less than 1200 calories a day 
without medical supervisdon. And the 
maximum one should be losing after 
the first week (when you lose fluid 
and empty the digestive system which 
is not loss of fat) is about two pounds 
a week. 
Your diet must be deficient in cal­ 
cium and a number of important vita­ 
mins. 
Now, let’s do a little sensible, plain 
arithmetic. A pound of body fat con­ 
tains 3,500 calories. K you are losing 
six pounds of fat a week that would 
mean your body used 21,000 calories 
more than you ate or an average of 
3,000 calories a day. Add to that the 
500 you are eating, and your body un­ 
der present conditions would be using 
3,500 calories a day. That is a lot of 
calories for women. Your two-mile 
walk a day uses only about 120 ca­ 
lories. The bicycling will be helpful, 
but the amount of calories used de­ 
pends on speed and other factw^. It is 
not likely, though, that you are using 
more than 400 calories for this, so 
your exercise program uses perhaps 
as much as 600 calories a day. 
What happens to the other 2,900 ca­ 
lories a day? Do you really think your 
daily housekeeping and basal needs 
would use that many calories? I don’t. 
Then why are you losing so much 
weight? If you are, it means you are 
losing impOTtant muscle tissue, not 
just fat. When you get through with 
that program you will have lost a lot 
of body strength, and you win have 
altered your body so that it \riU be 
more difficult for you to avoid obesity 
in the future. 
Muscle cells use more energy at 
rest than fat cells. As you lose them 
the amount of energy your body uses 
at rest wiU decrease. Crash diets lead 
to loss of vital muscle tissue. 
The proper way to lose weight is to 
kne fat, not muscle, gradually. It is 
good to have an exercise program 
along with a diet to protect against 
loss of muscles. 
My husband, 78. has to get up every 
night with cramps in his leg, some­ 
times in both legs. The cramps are

very painfnl. First be thought H came 
from eating eggs once a week, but be 
hasn’t eaten any for a long time now. 
He doesn’t eat any fatty meat. Will 
yon please explain what he can do 
about the cramps? 
He will need a careful examination. 
He may have poor circulation to his 
legs and feet. Don’t let him put it off. 
For reHef of symptoms he might get 
some bcneflt by w iring long, wool 
socks to bed at night. Keeping the feet 
warm with some safe device such as 
warm socks ‘ often helps prevent 
cramps. That is not a substitute for a 
good examination as he may need 
some medicine or other treatment.

The U.S. Patent Office say s that about 
two per cent of the 70,000 pataits granted annually are to w ^ n, 
sometimes coinventors with mai, and the percentage hasnt 
changed from y ear to y ear.

5 ,18U, to one Jane Hume. 
Necessity also probably figured in the first womm to be g ra i^ 
a U.S. patoit — Mary Kies, of Killingly Conn., in 1808, for her 
method of “weavtaig straw with silk or thread.”

Illinois adopts 


new duck stamp 


Waterfowl hunters will be digging a 
little deeper into their wallrts this 
season to hunt ducks and geese in Illi­ 
nois. 


In addition to the $5 federal duck 
stamp and the $3.25 state hunting li­ 
cense, the bird shooter will also have 
to purchase a $5.25 state migratory 
waterfowl stamp that will go on sale 
Oct. 1 at most outlets where hunting 
licenses are sold. 


The stamp will not be necessary 
during the special teal season Sept. 
13-21. 


Since 1934, sales of the federal mi- 
graUH7 waterfowl stamp have pro­ 
vided more than $153 million for 
habitat acquisition and excise taxes 
on sporting arms and ammo have put 
another $518 millimi in the bank for 
wildlife habitat preservation and en­ 
hancement. 


Ducks Unlimited, the organization 
composed largely of U.S. water- 
fowlers, has raised more than $35 mil­ 
lion in its 38-year histry to create 
drought and flood proof habitat cov­ 
ering two million water acres with 
11,000 miles of shoreline on 1,200 proj­ 
ects across Canada. 


Also enacted was the revision of the 
State Boating Act which includes set­ 
ting a five mile per hbur speed limit 
in posted “no wake” areas, prohibit­ 
ing children under 12 from operating 
10 horse power or more motorboats 
and requiring an adult be aboard 
when a child under 12 operates a mo­ 
torboat less than 10 horse. 


All power boats must now carry fire 
extinguishers and life preservers. 
Formerly, only boats of 10 horse or 
more were required to have fire ex­ 
tinguishers, but the law now requires 
Coast Guard-approved life jackets for 
all on board. Buoyant seat cushions 
are no longer enough. 


An amendment to the Fish code 
raised the non-Illinois resident fishing 
license to a minimum of $6, reciprocal 
and placed the 10-day non-resident li­ 
cense at $4. 


Don Frost of 3703 Holly Ln. in Roll­ 
ing Meadows landed the biggest King 
(Chinook) salmon out of the Michigan 
port of Whitehall Wednesday when he 
boated a 34-pounder. 


Frost was aboard a charter vessel 
just 1,500 yards off shore in 50 feet of 
water wh^ the monster attacked his 
Jensen Flasher and Flash Fly. 


After reeling in the other lines to 
prevent entanglement, it took Frost 
about 15 minutes to exhaust the fish.

Bowling star Judy Soutar talks about the product

Large purses have never been at­ 
tributed to professional bowling, par­ 
ticularly women’s bowling. But this 
may all change over night with 
Brunswick’s $50,000 Showdown. Win­ 
ner takes all. And it’s all going to a 
woman. 
Judy Soutar who meets Vesma 
Grinfelds in a roll-off match Oct. 11 to 
see who will play top amateur Caro­ 
lyn Anderton for the gigantic prize, 
feels “it’s a women’s market in bowl­ 
ing today. There are more sanctiwied 
women bowlers than men right now.” 
And Brunswick’s decision to offer 
the largest monetary winnings ever in 


the histofy of bowling for a women’s 
match, “indicates that they recognize 
where the potential of the industry 
is,” she said. 
But female bowlers still have a way 
to go. Their female counterparts in 
golf and tennis for instance, are still 
receiving a greater share of national 
coverage and attention. 
“We’re on TV more and more, four 
times in the last two years. But that’s 
still not enough. Our ratings have al­ 
ways been high but there is something 
lacking from getting us over the 
hump. That’s why the Professional 
Women’s Bowling Association has 
hired new management. We feel we 


have a good product. It’s just hard to 
sell,” continued Mrs. Soutar. 
In Schaumburg last Sunday to par­ 
ticipate in the grand opening festi­ 
vities for Schaumburg Lanes at 115 N. 
Roselle Road, the petite pro bowler 
said professional bowling does not pay 
as well as some other sports because 
it must rely on national sponsors. Not 
enough money can be taken in at the 
gate because matches are held in­ 
doors, ruling out huge audiences. 
“But bowling as a sport is just tak­ 
ing off,” she continued. “It’s finally 
getting to be knonwn as a family 
sport where anyone from five to 85 
can participate.”

May o r Richard J. Daley said Mo n­ 
day fo rmer Alderman William Sang ­ 
er’s quick repo rt o n (Mcag o scho o l 
finances was “ fo o lish and g rand- 
standish” and he repeated charg es 
that Go v . Daniel Walker has sho rt­ 
chang ed the scho o ls financially . 
The may o r said Sing er co uld no t 
hav e made an in-depth study o f the 
scho o ls’ finances in fo ur day s. He said 
Sing er’s sug g estio n that Co o k Co unty 
impo se a o ne-time tax increase to 
help the scho o ls was silly . 


“ Why sho uld the tax pay ers, who 
haft their tax es raised in 196 9 to help 
the scho o ls, be hit with ano ther in­ 
crease?” Daley said, referring to the 
state inco me tax . “ I nev er saw any - 
thii^ so fo o lish o r g randstandish.” 
Daley said the state sho uld pro v ide 
the mo ney because the inco me tax 
was lev ied in 196 9 to pro v ide adequate 
mo ney fo r the aAo o ls. He said Walk­ 
er has no t g iv en the city its fair share 
o f the inco me tax es fo r scho o ls. 


“ THE GOVERNOR is no t willing to 
take care o f the scho o ls,” Daky said. 


Walker, at a news co nference later, 
said Illincris is pay ing as much o f C3ii- 
cag o ’s scho o l co sts as the city is, and 
he co nsiders that fair. 


Sing er, who was asked by Walker to 
lo o k at the Chicag o scho o l budg et, is­ 
sued a preliminary r^x irt Saturday 
after fo ur day s o f study , but said he 
plans to study the scho o l budg et fur- 
ther. 
While the po liticians traded barbs 
o n scho o l financing , Chi<» g o *s teach­ 
ers co ntinued a strike that has k ^ 
the city ’s 530,000 students o ut o f 
classes fo ur day s. 


The Chicag o Teachers Unio n’s g o v ­ 
erning bo dy v o ted 6 23-2 Mo nday nig ht 
to reject the scho o l bo ard’s latest co n­ 
tract o ffer. The o ffer, turned do wn 
Sunday nig ht by unro n n^o tiatiMS, 
was an ex tensio n <rf last y ear’s co n­ 
tract with the po ssihifity , but no g uar­ 
antee, o f a pay hike later this y ear. 


The o nly o ther teachers’ strike in 
Illino is was settled early Mo nday 
wh« i teachers in Elg in ratified a new 
co ntract, ending a walko ut that beg an 
Sept. 3.
